VANCOUVER.  March  24.— Dr.  0. 
II.  Wilson,  well  known  physician  re- 
siding In  Hurnahy  municipality,  ad- 
jacent to  this  city,  was  attacked  and 
shot  and  dangerously  wounded  tn- 
Blght  at  his  home.  2607  Nelson 
Avenue,  the  alleged  assailant  being  a 
Russian  named  Alfred  Herslak. 

Following  the  shooting  Herslak,  It 
Is  said,  went  to  a  nearby  drugstore, 
where  he  Is  alleged  to  have  con- 
fessed to  the  shooting.  lie  was  dis- 
armed and  turned  over  to  the  police. 

The  victim  was  shot  through  the 
chest*  and,  U  Is  stated,  has  a  fair 
chance  of  recovery.  As  far  as  can 
be  ascertained.  Herslak,  who  had 
known  Dr.  Wilson  when  the  latter 
was  stationed  at  Alert  Hay.  an  up- 
ooas)t  town,  railed  on  him  and  asked 
for  Work. 

Returning  by  appointment  late  to- 
day, hs  was  told  by  Dr.  Wilson  that 
he  had  been  unable  to  obtain  work 
for  him.  If  Is  alleged  that  Herslak 
then  whipped  out  a  gun  and  fired  at 
the  physician,  who  was  seated  In  a 
chair.  The  bullet  passed  through  the 
part  o?  the  body  close  to  the 
bone.

Clause  Will  Be  Brought  Down 
Aiming  at  Prevention  of 
Smuggling— Board  to  In- 
quire Into  Tariff 


OTTAWA,  March  24.— The  budget 
which  Hon.  J.  A.  Robb.  acting  Minis- 
ter of  Finance,  presented  to  the  House 
todsy  makes  few  changes,  either  In 
the  tariff  or  In  direct  taxation.  The 
two  most  Important  are: 

1.  An  export  duty  Is  'to  be  levied 
on  electric  power  equal  to  three  one- 
hundredths  of  a  cent  per  kilowatt 
hour.  This  will  be  equal  to  1.95 
per  horsepower,  and  comes  Into  force 
on  April  1.  An  order-ln-councll  has 
already  been  passed  under  the  Elec- 
tricity snd  Fluid  Exportation  Act  to 
Impose  the  duty. 

Coal  la  Dutiable 

t.  Slack  coal  Imported  from  the 
United  States  to  be  dutiable  60c  a  ton 
instead  of  14c  as  now.  Other 
bituminous  coal  previously  dutlabh* 
at  53c  under  the  general  tariff,  will 
now  be  dutiable,  like  slack,  at  COc 

There  is  to  be  a  reduction  In  the 
rate  or  lilnery  for 

w  ne  for  pro- 

pulsion of  boats  of  Individual  fisher- 
men. The  duty  on  rolling  mill  rolls 
(which  had  bee*  placed  on  the  free 
list  by  ordar-lnfcouncll).  Is  to  be  re- 
stored. 


To  benefit  West  Indies  trade,  grape- 
fruit, when  shipped  from  British  pos- 
sessions direct  to  a  Canadian  port,  are 
to  come  In  free.  They  are  now  Hable 
to  a  British  preferential  duty  of  50c 
a  hundred  pounds. 

In  the  ratea  neither  of  Income  tax 
nor  of  sales  tax  is  there  any  change. 
Vegetable  plunts  and  lasts  for  boots 
and  shoes  are  exempted  from  sales 
tax.  There  Is  a  charxre  in  the  dump- 
ing clause.

LONDON,  Msreh  14.  —  Austen 
Chamberlain,  Secretary  for  Foreign 
Affairs.  Informed  the  Brltlah  Parlia- 
ment and  the  rest  of  the  world  tonight 
that  Oreat  Britain  will  have  nothing 
further  to  do  with  the  wreckage  of 
the  Oeneva  protocol,  but  will  seek 
to  build  permanent  peace  for  Europe 
on  another  foundation — a  mutual 
pact  between  Oermany  and  her  late 
Allied  enemies. 

This  pact  would  guarantee  the 
preaent  frontier  of  Weatern  Kurope 
against  change,  and  In  It  Oermany 
would  renounce  all  Idea  of  ever  golni; 
to  war  to  bring  about  alterationa  In 
hrr  Kuatern  borders  us  they  were 
fixed  after  the  laat  war. 

Wants  Oermany  In 
With  the  pact  Mr.  Chamberlain  en- 
vlaaged  Oermany's  admlaslon  to  the 
league  of  Nations,  with  full-fledged 
membership  In  the  council  of  that 
organisation.  This  vision,  baaed  on 
Oermany's  recent  proposala,  will  not 
bear  fruit,  Mr.  Chamberlain  thought, 
unless  Oreat  Britain  and  the  neigh- 
boring nations  acroaa  the  Channel 
"can  deal  successfully  and  expediti- 
ously with  the  remaining  obllgatlona 
of  disarmament  and  the  evacuation 
of  the  Cologne  area. 

Since  the  war.  no  less  than  during 
It.  Mr  Chambnrlaln  asserted.  Europe- 
had  been  divided  Into  two  camps, 
fear  haunting  the  councils  of  every 
nation  and  the  homes  of  all  conti- 
nental peoples. 

Dawn  of  Better  Day 

If  this  continued,  sooner  or  later 
Europe  would  be  marching  to  a  new 
Armageddon,  but  in  the  new  pro- 
posals for  a  pact  In  which  Oermany 
and  her  late  enemies  would  make 
mutual  guarantees,  he  saw  the  pos- 
sible dawn  of  a  better  day. 

i  ulcus  you  get  away  from  this  at- 
mosphere of  fear  and  suspicion,  away 
from  this  attitude  of  an  armed  camp," 
he  went  on.  "then,  if  not  In  my  time. 
In  my  children's  or  grandchildren's 
time,  Europe  will  be  given  up  to  a 
new  struggle,  and  a  new  generation 
has  to  pay  the  penalty  of  that  un- 
neeesaagfb  war  will  Judge  harehly  th.- 
statesmen  of  today  who  failed  to 
tske  In  time  measures  hy  which  It 
might   have   been  prevented. 

Policy  Is  Wavering 
"The  statesmen  of  our  country 
have  great  responsibilities,  and  our 
policy,  and  not  tVholly  through  our 
own  fault,  has  been  wavering  and 
inconsistent.  Oar  Influence— no  one 
can  move  as  I  have  done  among  the 
statesmen  of  Europe,  and  more  than 
Europe,  and  not  feel  It — our  Influence 
has  lost  something  by  our  hesitation, 
our  Inconsistency. 

"But  now  the  <  hanoe  Is  given  to 
us.  1  see  In  those  proposals  the  pos- 
sible dawn  of  a  better  dsy. 

"Without  our  help  nothing  will  be 
done;  without  our  help  Europe  shall 
msreh  surely,  though  slowly,  to  a 
new  disaster.  With  our  help  the  war 
chapter  may  be  brought  to  a  close, 
snd  the  real  triumph  of  peace  may 
begin. 

In  Hands  of  Dominions 

"The  Brltlah  Empire,  detached  from 
Europe  by  Its  Dominions,  and  linked 
to  Europe  by  these  Islsnds.  can  do 
what  no  other  nation  en  the  face  of 
the  earth  can  do.  and  from  Eaat  and 
West  alike  there  comes  to  me  the 
cry:  After  sll  it  is  la  the  hands  of 
the  British  Empire;  if  they  will  that 
there  shall  be  no  war,  there  will  be 
no  war."  " 

Mr.  Chamberlain,  at  the  beginning, 
had  gently  but  firmly  placed  the 
black  ahadow  of  a  full  eclipse  across 
whst  only  a  few  months  sgo  his  pre- 
decessor in  the  Foreign  Office  Hsd 
seen  as  another  lovely  new  dawn  — 
the  Oeneva  protocol. 

Oermany  Doing  Beat 

"The  Cermsn  Oovernment."  said 
Mr.  Chamberlain  in  the  course  of  his 
remsrks,  "Is  making  a  Plncere  and 
honest  attempt  to  lead  up  lo  a  bet 
ter  state  of  things.  If  I  understand 
her  proposals  rightly.  •  Oermany  la 
prepared  ta  gusrsntee  voluntarily 
what  she  has  only  accepted  under 
compulsion  or  the  ireaty— a  etatua 
quo  in  the  quest.  She  la  preps  red  to 
eliminate  wsr  not  merely  from  the 
West,  but  from  the  Esst  ss  the  engine, 
whereby  sny  alterstlon  In  the  tresty 
popltlon  la  to  be  obtained. 

Will  Abandon  War

The  trial  of  Woolworth  vs.  Pooley  I 
and  others  is  now  proceeding  la  the  | 
Hupreme  Court.  The  action  Is  one 
that  has  called  tog-ether  quite  a  large 
array  of  counsel  representing  the 
various  parties.  Practically  the  whole 
of  yesterday  was  taken  up  with  the 
evidence  of  Mr.  Ralph  Connable. 
vice-president  and  general  mtnafir 
for  Canada  of  the  continent-wide 
firm  of  F.  W.  Woolworth  Compuny, 
Limited. 

The  action  deals  with  the  purchase 
of  the  present  site  of  the  company's 
operationn  In  this  city  on  the  corner 
of  Douglas  and  View  Ht reefs  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Hon.  Korbea  O. 
Vernon.  The  purchase  was  made  In 
the  lutter  part  of  the  year  192 1.  the 
price  being  1140,000.  It  la  now 
claimed  by  the  company  that  the 
price  paid  was  too  great  and  relief 
is  sought  on  the  ground  that  when 
the  transaction  was  put  through,  the 
Arm  of  Pooley.  Luxton  a  Pooley  win 
employed  by  the  Woolworth  Com- 
pany to  act  as  solicitors  for  the  firm, 
and  that  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
the  late  Mr.  A.  P.  Luxton  was  one  of 
the  executors  of  the  Vernon  estate, 
the  company's  Interests  were  preju- 
diced. 

The  evidence  was  In  large  part 
taken  up  with  the  production  of  cor- 
respondence between  the  Toronto 
office  of  the  Woolworth  Company 
and  Victoria,  both  with  the  firm  of 
Pooley,  Luxton  ft  Pooley  and  also 
with  the  firm  of  Col.  A.  W.  Jones, 
who  represented  the  Vernon  estate 
In  the  transaction. 

8U«  of  Negotiations 

Mr  Connable  came  to  Victoria  In 
November,  1121.  and  looked  over 
this  property.  He  said  that  while 
the  Woolworth  Company  had  101 
branches  In  Canada,  there  were  only 
about  three  places  where  the  prop- 
erty occupied  was  owned  by  the 
company.  He  had  on  his  visit  here 
tried  to  arrange  with  Col.  Jones  for 
the  renting  of  this  site,  but  found 
that  this  was  not  possible.  Witness 
said  that  he  then  took  steps  to  try 
and  secure  an  option  on  the  property 
before  he  left,  but  could  not  because 
there  was  already  an  option  taken 
on  It  by  a  Vancouver  man.  and  until 
tfce  time  expired  for  that  option 
nothing  could  be  done. 

Arranged  for  Purchase 

Finally  the  matter  was  arranged  at 
a  price  of  tl40.000.  and  the  pur- 
chase agreed  upon.  In  January.  1*22. 
in  answer  as  to  how  the  cheque 
should  be  made  out,  Pooley,  Luxton 
ft  Pooley  Inatructed  their  client  to 
make  out  a  part  payable  to  the  firm, 
which  was  to  be  used  In  the  liquida- 
tion of  any  indebtedness  against  the 
property,  and -the  main  cheque  pay- 
able to  Col-  Jones  and  Mr.  Luxton. 

Witness  contended  that  he  had 
been  "tricked"  by  the  legal  firm.  It 
should  have  Informed  him  that  the 
property  was  only  worth  fM.OOO. 
which  he  said  had  been  the  value 
put  on  It. 

Mr.  Connable  was  on  the  stand  at 
the  Ume  of  court  'adjourning,  and 
will  be  further  cross-examined  by 
Mr.  H.  B.  Robertson.  K.C..  thla 
morning. 

The  plaintiff  company  Is  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  J.  R.  Green,  while  Mr. 
C.  W.  Craig.  K.C.,  and  Mr.  A.  C. 
Oreen,  of  Vancouver,  appear  for  the 
trustees  of  the  Vernon  estate;  Mr. 
Robertson  and  Mr.  Harry  Davles  for 
Pooley.  Luxton  ft  Pooley.  and  Mr. 
Robertson  nnd  Mr.  E.  L.  Talt  for 
Col.  A.  W.  Jones.

Both  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  and  Mr. 
Low.  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce, in  their  speeches  on  the 
Peter»en  subsidy,  reiterated  asser 
tions  contained  in  the  report  pre- 
sented to  the  Government  by  Mr.  W. 
T.  R.  Pre»ton.  They  made  no  attempt 
whatever  to  verify  their  statement*, 
and,  in  fact,  they  prejudged  the  case 
of  the  North  Atlantic  Conference  be- 
fore it  has  been  investigated  by  an 
impartial  body.  This  it  not  what  the 
attitude  of  responsible  Ministers  of 
the  Crown  should  be.  Parliament 
looks  to  them  for  unbiassed  state- 
ments. For  one  thing  it  might  be 
pointed  out  that  Mr.  Preston  in  his 
report  quoted  the  report  of  the  Do- 
minions' Royal  Commission,  but  he 
tore  passages  a"way  from  their  con- 
text, and  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  Dominions'  Report  was  deal- 
ing with  conditions  which  prevailed 
in  1°12.  Factors  in  the  pre-war  situ 
ition  do  not  exist  now;  for  one  thing 
the  German  control  of  emigration 
stations  in  Central  fcjurope,  which 
Mr.  Preston  mentions,  has  been  radi- 
oally  changed  as  a  result  of  the 
Great  War.  Mr.  Preston  has  con- 
tused conditions  aa  they  exist  today 
with  those  of  twelve  to  thirteen  years 
ago,  a  fact  which  illustrates  that  he 
has  been  at  little  pains  to  ascertain 
exactly  what  is  the  ocean  freight  situ- 
ation at  the  present  time,  yet  it  M 
fipon  that  situation  that  any  report 
on  conditions  should  be  based. 

The  full  and  complete  answer  to 
fcr.  Preston's  report  on  the  alleged 
high  freight  rates  charged  under  the 
North  Atlantic  Conference  is  to  be 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  Canadian 
Merchant  Marine  operated  under 
these  rates  and  found  trading  unprof- 
itable. The  people  of  Canada  had  to 
pay  for  the  losses  which  the  Cana- 
dian ships  experienced.  Now  they 
are  called  upon  by  the  Mackenzie 
King  Government  to  pay  for  losses 
that  will  be  experienced  by  an  Eng- 
lish company,  which  is  being  requi- 
sitioned to  ply  in  the  Canadian  trade. 
Thus,  losses  will  be  duplicated  and 
taxation  will  be  heavier  in  proportion. 
Mr.  Mackenzie  King  is  simply  tilting 
at  windmills  in  attempting  to  break 
down  rates  determined  by  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand.  If  the  steam- 
ship companies  were  making  exorbi- 
tant profits  there  would  be  justice 
for  the  stand  he  has  taken.  The  fact 
is  that  those  companies  are  working 
on  a  very  narrow  margin.  Many  of 
them  are  making  no  profits  at  all, 
and,  as  has  been  emphasized,  there 
are  5,000,000  tons  of  the  worlds 
shipping  lying  idle  because  there  are 
so  few  profitable  ventures  on  the 
high  seas. 

AN   ECONOMIC  COMMITTEE 

The  Imperial  Economic  Committee, 
which  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  Imperial 
Economic  Conference  of  192J,  is  now 
engaged  in  its  activities.  The  chair- 
man of  this  committee  is  Sir  Halford 
Mil  kinder,  who  is  also  chairman  of 
the  Imperial  Shipping  Committee,  and 
there  aft  representatives  on  it  from 
the  I'nited  Kingdom,  Canada,  Austra- 
lia, New  Zealand,  South  Africa,  the 
Irish  Free  State,  Newfoundland,  India 
and  the  Colonics  and  Protectorates  of 
the  British  Empire.  The  terms  of 
reference  of  the  committee  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  consider  the  possibility  of  im- 
proving the  methods  of  preparing  for 
market  and  marketing  within  the 
United  Kingdom  the  food  products  of 
the  overseas  parts  of  the  Empire  with 
a  view  to  increasing  the  consumption 
of  such' products  in  the  United  King- 
dom in  preference  to  imports  from 
foreign*  countries,  and  to  promot.-  the 
interests  both  of  producers  and  con- 
sumers; . 

The  committee  is  at  first  to  concen- 
trate its  attention  on  meat  and  fruit. 
It  is  invited  to  make  recommendations 
regarding  schemes  upon  which  useful 
expenditure  might  be  incurred  out  of 
a  grant  which  is  being  devoted  to  the 
purpose  by  the  British  Government  to 
secure  for  producers  in  the  overseas 
parts  of  the  Empire  a  large  share  of 
that  portion  of  the  United  Kingdom 
market  in  foodstuffs  which  has  to  be 
supplied  by  importation  from  abroad. 
The  opportunity  of  developing  inter- 
imperial  trade  should  be  increased  by 
the  deliberations  and  findings  of  such 
a  committee.  It  has  a  greater  task 
than  appears  on  the  surface  or  in  its 
actual  terms  of  reference.  It  has  the 
task  of  promoting  ways  and  means 
to  make  the  Empire  self-supporting, 
and  especially  so  in  all  the  neces- 
saries of  life.

animal  creation.  There  arc,  unhappily, 
those  who  think  that 
gets  in  the  way  of 
may  be  run  over,  on  the  grounds  that 
man  is  the  higher  order  of  creation 
and  should  have  the  right  of  way.  It  is 
a  cold  blooded  conception.  It  betrays 
no  "compunctious  visitsngs  of  Na- 
ture." The  roan  who  can  be  thus 
cruel  to  a  houshold  pet  can  also  be 
cruel  to  his  fellow-man.  Cruelty  to 
animals  is  often  the  hall  mark  of 
man's  inhumanity  to  man.  and  there 
is  no  defence  on  moral,  material,  or  on 
any  other  grounds  for  insensibility  to 
the  life  which  pulsates  through  the 
animal  kingdom.  Man's  responsibility 
to  animal's  is  not  to  the  animals  only 
but  to  men  themselves,  and  this  point 
is  very  well  taken  in  a  recent  editorial 
In  The  London  Times  on  "Cruelty  and 
Sentiment,"  which  says  in  part: 

Any  act  of  cruelty,  even  any  act 
of  negligence,  committed  on  an  animal 
is  as  injurious  to  the  doer  as  an  act 
of  cruelty  or  of  negligence  to  a  human 
being,  and  the  injury  is  all  the  more 
dangerous  because  he  does  not  sus- 
pect that  he  is  incurring  it.  The  effect 
of  it  is  to  dull  and  deaden  the  sym- 
pathies, to  begin  or  to  increase  an  in- 
difference which  is  certain  to  coarsen 
the  fibre  both  of  emotion  and  of  spirit, 
and.  therefore,  infallibility  to  induce 
in  the  cruel  person  some  measure  of 
hardness  or  brutality  in  his  dealings, 
also,  with  his  fellow-men.  Once  we 
realize  that  cruelty  is  as  bad  for  the 
cruel  as  for  the  victim,  it  becomes 
clear  that  those  who  work  for  the 
protection  of  animals  against  man  are 
working  also  for  the  protection  of  man 
against  himself.  And  since  far  more 
cruel-  things  are  done  through  ignor- 
ance and  insensibility  than  through  a 
morbid  love  of  inflicting  pain,  the 
champions  of  animals  may  be  dis- 
cerned as  doing  for  man  a  very  valu- 
able work  of  education.  When  cruelty 
to  animals  has  disappeared  from  earth, 
cruelty  to  man  will  have  disappeared 
with  it.

GERMAN  COMPETITION 

British  shipping  interests  recently 
placed  a  contract  for  five  large  cargo 
motor  ships  with  a  German  shipbuild- 
ing company.  The  successful  German 
competitor  for  this  contract  is  the 
Deutsche  Werft,  of  Hamburg,  and 
the  contract  has  been  let  on  behalf  of 
one  of  the  lines  associated  with 
Messrs.  Furness,  Withy  &  Company. 
Tenders  were  first  invited  from  lead- 
ing shipbuilders  in  the  United  King- 
dom, but  the  prices  named  were  such 
that,  with  freight  rates  at  their  pres- 
ent level,  depreciation  could  not  have 
been  earned.  Out  of  curiosity  an  in- 
vitation was  extended  for  tenders  to 
German  firms.  It  is  said  that  the  dif- 
ference between  the  German  and  the 
British  offers  was  "almost  staggering." 
When  the  offer  of  the  Deutsche 
Werft  was  received  the  specifications 
were  shown  to  British  shipbuilders 
and  they  were  invited  to  accept  the 
contract  at  a  price  for  each  ship 
£10,000  above  that  which  the  German 
firm  was  prepared  to  accept.  The 
shipping  company  was  prepared  to 
pay  £50,000  more  in  order  that  the 
five  ships  might  be  built  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  None  of  the  British  firms 
was  able  to  accept  the  contract  on 
such  terms,  or  at  any  price  approach- 
ing the  German  offer. 

It  appears  the  company  which  wants 
these  ships  maintains  services  which 
do  not  touch  the  British  Isles.  Where 
it  operates  it  is  faced  with  the  com- 
petition of  vessels  of  various  flags.  In 
order  to  hold  its  own  it  must  build 
vessels  at  a  rate  that  is  approximate 
to  the  rate  at  which  those  other 
nations  can  construct  their  vessels.  It 
has  no  chance  in  the  trade  if  it  builds 
vessels  at  uneconomical  prices.  From 
the  British  standpoint  there  is  a  dis- 
quieting feature  of  the  fact  that  a  con- 
tract has  been  let  to  the  Deutsche 
Werft,  in  that,  the  German  firm  has 
promised  delivery  in  a  shorter  period 
than  any  of  the  British  firms  would 
undertake.  There  is  another  interest- 
ing feature  of  this  work  going  to  a 
foreign  firm.  The  Deutsche  Werft  is 
a  comparatively  new  enterprise,  in- 
deed, it  only  dates  back  to  the  war 
period.  It  has  nineteen  berths  and  can 
built  vessels  up  to  850  feet  long.  The 
yard  has  a  maximum  annual  output 
of  200,000  tons  gross.  German  ability 
to  outbid,  in  such  successful  fashion, 
British  shipbuilders  is  due,  of  course, 
to  the  benefit  of  cheaper  raw  material 
and  lower  labor  costs. 


The  theory  that  the  shorter  work- 
ing day  is  responsible  for  better  trade 
results  is  exploded  by  facte.  The 
seven  hours  per  day  legislation  for 
British  coal  mines  has  added  2s  64 
per  ton  to  the  cost  of  producing  coal. 
The  production  of  a  ton  of  steel  re- 
quires about  four  tons  of  coal. 
Therefore,  under  the  seven-hour  per 
day  legislation,  there  is,  in  effect,  an 
export  duty  of  about  10s  per  ton 
added  on  to  this  commodity  The 
President  of  the  British  Board  of 
Trtde  has  recently  pointed,  out  that 
in  volume  the  British  export  trtde  in 
1924  was  from  20  to  25  per  cent  lets 
than  in  1913.  The  causes  of  this  are 
apparent. 


The  moral  effect  of  undue  taxation 
is  commented  on  by  The  Washington 
Post,  which  says:  "Few  persons, 
probably,  have  considered  economv 
and  taxation  at  moral  issues:  but  Mr. 

Coolidge  to  considers  them  

He  holds  that  economy,  in  connection 
with  tax  reduction  and  tax  reform, 
involves  the  principle  of  conservation 
of  natural  resources.  A  nation  that 
dissipates  its  resources  falls  iato 
moral  decay.  Extravagance  lengthens 
the  hours  and  diminishes  the  rewards 
of

Commissioner  Davidson  doubtless 
did  his  best  to  meet  the  situation  in 
accordance  with  the  terrgs  of  the  late 
referendum  and  the  policy  of  the 
Government.  But  we  doubt  whether 
a  situation  can  be  completely  satisfac- 
tory which  precludes  some  of 
the  best  hotels  in  the  Province  from 
applying  for  licences  to  sell  beer  by 
the  glass. 

•  •  • 

The  natural,  the  rational  and  the 
logical  time  for  human  beings  to  par- 
take of  liquids  of  all  kinds  is,  while 
they  are  eating  or  immediately  after 
they  have  eaten.  In  this  country  we 
drink  either  tea  or  coffee  in  the  course 
of  every  meal — that  is,  those  of  us 
who  arc  not  teetotallers.  The  people 
of  the  continent  of  Europe  drink  beer 
and  wine  at  their  meals,  most  of  them 
because  they  like  such  liquors  and 
believe  they  are  good  for  them,  some 
of  them  because  they  have  acquired 
the  habit  of  drinking  beer  and  wine  on 
account  of  the  indifferent  quality  of 
their  water  supply.  On  the  continent 
of  Europe  there  is  a  considerable 
amount  of  beer  and  wine  drinking  at 
other  times  than  meal  times,  which 
may  not  be  a  desirable  practice,  but 
if  that  practice  is  not  physically  and 
scientifically  commendable,  the  harm- 
ful effects  may  be  counterbalanced  by 
an  addition  to  the  pleasures  of  life. 
The  vice  of  drunkenness  cannot  be 
attributed  to  the  people  of  France  and 
Italy,  while  the  beer-guzzlers  of  Ger- 
many appear  to  be  quite  capable  of 
holding  their  own  in  the  great  strug- 
gle of  international  life. 

•  •  • 

The  people  of  Quebec  have  discard- 
ed many  of  the  customs  and  some 
of  the  beliefs  of  their  ancestors,  but 
they  are  just  as  logical-minded  and  as 
free  from  prejudice  as  their  brothers 
in  Old  France.  They  believe  in  per- 
sonal liberty  as  well  as  in  political 
freedom.  The  Government  of  Quebec 
permits  liquors  to  be  served  in  the 
dining-rooms  of  hotels.  We  arc  told 
that  that  system  works  admirably. 
Certainly  it  would  appear  to  be  a 
better  system  in  every  way  than  the 
establishment  of  places  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  the  drinking  of  beer — a 
system  which  will  not  permit  of  even 
a  ham  sandwich  being  consumed  at 

the  same  time  as  a  glass  of  beer. 

•  •  • 

The  inauguration  of  the  system  of 
sale  of  beer  by  the  glass  in  the  city 
of  Vancouver  certainly  did  not  com- 
pletely vindicate  the  wisdom  of  the 
system  that  has  been  adopted  in 
British  Columbia.  We  are  told  that 
long  queues  of  thirsty  souls  eagerly 
awaited  the  opening  of  the  doors  of 
the  beer  "emporiums."  We  suppose 
something  of  the  same  kind  will  hap- 
pen when  beer  is  first  offered  for  sale 
in  selected  places  in  the  Township  of 
Esquimalt,  for  there  will  be  no  sales 
of  beer  by  the  glass  in  any  part  of 
the  City  of  Victoria.  That  may  be 
a  good  thing  for  the  transportation 
companies  and  good  business  for  the 
Township  of  Esquimalt,  but  it  will 
not  justify  either  the  policy  of  the 
Gqvernment  or  the  judgment  of  the 
Government's  liquor  commissioner.  If 
*such  a  system  is  to  be  successful  it 
must  be  general  in  its  application.  It 
is  sure  to  result  •  in  a  demand  for 
another  referendum,  a  reference  to*.he 
people  entirely  divested  of  political 
influence.  Thus  the  latest  phase  of 
the  liquor  question  doet  not  mean 
that  the  question  has  been  settled 
upon  a  permanent  basis.  It  does 
mean  that  a  question  which  should 
have  been  settled  upon  a  permanent 
basis  will  continue  to  embarrass  the 

Government  and  trouble  the  people. 

•  •  • 

Whatever  the  result  of  our  beer 
policy,  which  possibly  ma^  be  en- 
tirely satisfactory  after  a  fair  trial,  our 
liquor  problem  is  a  simple  one  com- 
pared with  the  liquor  policy  of  our 
neighbors  in  the  United  States.  The 
Americans  are  like  the  oft-quoted  man 
who  got  hold  of  the  tail  of  a  bear; 
they  cannot  let  go.  President  Coolidge 
has  again  warned  the  State  Govern- 
ments that  it  is  their  duty  to  enforce 
the  prohibition  law.  The  State  Gov- 
ernments have  spent  millions  and  the 
Federal  Government  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions in  efforts  to  enforce  the  dry  law, 
and  the  dry  law  is  just  as  openly  vio- 
lated as  ever.  As  a  commentator 
points  Out.  while  seventy-five  per 
cent  of  the  States  ratified  the  consti- 
tutional amendment  (which  brought 
prohibition  nominally  and  legally  into 
force)  nearly  one  hundred  per  cent  of 
the  States  violate  the  provisions  of 
that  amendment,  and  their  juries  sym- 
pathise with  the  violators.  "The  ques- 
tion for  the  President  and  the  nation 
is  this:  How  can  the  use  of  whisky 
be  sAnipcd  out?  What  is  to  be  done 
to  atop    drunkenness    tnd    the  open 

among 

school  children?  Prohibition  seems 
to  have  put  millions  in  this  nation  on 
a  whisky-drinking  basis.  What  can 
be  done  about  tbatT 


Only  one  thing  can  be  done  aboat 
it.  and  that  thing  Cannot  be  done  The 
prohibition  vote  is  a  very  strong  factor 
in  elections,  and  the  practical  poli- 
ticians need  it  for  their  own  purposes.

Orleans,  aa  others  had  watched  for 
relief  ships  In  times  gone  by.  Presently 
appeared  the  British  flag  fluttering 
In  the  Spring  sunlight  arid  help'waa 
at  hand.  The  Americana  began  an 
immediate  retreat,  and  Carlcton. 
Quebec's  defender,  with  it  llgjptened 
heart,  sallied  out  on  this,  day  In  1771 
and  converted  their  retreat  into  a 
rout     Once  more  Quebec  waa  safe. 


3- Minute  Journeys

Hir. — Aa  notice  ha*  been  givsn  in 
the  daily  prase  that  a  maaa  meeting 

of  citizen*  will  be  held  in.  the  City 
Hall  on  Thursday  evening  of  Ibis 
week  to  consider  matters  concerning 
the  welfare  of  veterans  which  will 
doubtless  come  before  the-  present 
session  of  the  federal  Parliament, 
will  you  permit  me  to  make  a  brie/ 
revlow  of  some  of  these  questions  In 
order  that  those  who  have  not  fol- 
lowed their  history  closely  may  be 
the  better  prepared  for  a  discussion? 

Reorganisation  of  Pensions  Board 
— For  several  years  past  therms  have 
been  numerous  and  insistent  com- 
plaints against  the  administration  of 
the  Pension  Act  In  ltll  matters 
came  to  a  crisis  and  the  federal  gov- 
ernment appointed  a  Royal  Commis- 
sion, with  Lieutenant -Colonel  Ralston 
as  chairman,  to  make  a  thorough  In- 
vestigation Into  the  complaint*  and 
allegations  made.  This  Royal  Com- 
mission, after  hearing  much  evidence*, 
found  that  thee*  complaints  were  in 
a  large  measure  Justified,  although 
the  Penalons  Board  was  absolved 
from  any  charges  of  fraud  or  wilful 
wrongdoing. 

Many  recommendations  were  made 
by  the  commission  which  were  In- 
tended to  right  the  wrongs  which 
were  found  to  exist, 'but  the  attitude 
of  the  Pensions  Board  seems  to  have 
become  more  hardened  by  the  Ral- 
ston report,  and  In  1124  the  special 
parliamentary  committee,  after  a 
lengthy  period  of  further  investiga- 
tion, reported: 

"That  the  Interests  of  the  returned 
men  will  he  better  safeguarded,  and 
the  intent  of  parliament  will  be  bet- 
ter carried  Into  effect,  by  a  more 
sympathetic  Interpretation  of  the 
Pension  Act  and  lte  schedule*,  and 
that  this  can  best  be  carried  out  by 
thn  reorganization  of  tho  Board  ot 
Pension  Commissioners  for  Canada 
and  the  medical  service*  attached 
thereto. 

"Your  committee  therefore  recom- 
mends to  Parliement  that  the  gov- 
ernment be  asked  to  take  the  neces- 
sary step*  to  carry  this  resolution 
into  effect." 

This  report  was  made  to  Parlia- 
ment In  the  dying  hours  of  the  ses- 
sion and  no  action  has  yet  been  taiten 
In  the  matter.  No  doubt  the  govern- 
ment hesitates  to  take  such  a  drastic 
step  unlee*  there  Is  ample  assurance 
that  the  public  Is  behind  such  a  de- 
mand. 

Appeal  Board — A  second  Important 
question  Is  the  extension  of  the  Juris- 
diction and  powers  of  the  present 
Appeal  Board.  The  Ralston  Royal 
Commission  In  its  investigation  paid 
particular  attention  to  the  question  of 
appeals  and  recommended  that  there 
should  be  formed  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  a  number  of  district 
review  boards  and  a  central  federal 
appeal  board  to  hear  appeals  from 
all  decisions  of  the  Pensions  Board 
regarding  pensions  and  also  from 
decisions  of  the  D.  8.  Cv  R.  regarding 
treatment,  special  provisions  to  be 
made  to  guard  against  the  making  of 
frivolous  appeals. 

In  1923  the  recommendations  of 
the  Ralston  Commission  were  em- 
bodied in  a  bill  and  approved  by  the 
House  of  Commons,  but  the  bill  wa* 
so  emasculated  by  the  Senate  that 
the  Appeal  Board'  which  was  finally 
set  up  wa*  very  limited  In  scope  and 
powers  as  compared  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Ralston  Commis- 
sion, the  most  serious  limitation  being 
that  appeals  can  now  only  be  made 
on  the  question  of  entitlement  to  but 
not  on  amount  of  pension,  and  a  pen- 
sioner, even  though  he  receive*  the 
smallest  pension  possible,  ha*  no 
right  of  appeal  whatsoever. 

This  question  was  fully  reviewed 
by  the  special  parliamentary  com- 
mittee of  1924  und  a  recommendation 
was  ma  de  that  appeals  should  be 
allowed  from  all  decisions  of  the 
Pensions  Board,  including  assessment. 
This  recommendotlon  wa*  approved 
last  yenr  by  the  House  of  Commons 
but  rejected  by  the  Senate.  Veterans 
generally  contend  that  legislation 
should  be  passed  to  allow  the  Appeal 
Board  to  function  In  the  manner  and 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  recom- 
,,,,  n.iatli.nH  of  lhc  Ralston  Commis- 
sion. 

Pension  Bonus — It  I*)  perhaps  not 
generally  understood  that  most  pen- 
sion* now  granted  Include  a  bonus  of 
fifty  per  cent  to  meet  the  high  oost 
of  living.  This  bonus  ha*  been  con- 
tinued frqm  year  to  year  but  there 
Ih  no  assurance  that  It  will  be  per- 
manent. Many  repreaenUUone  were 
m.ide  to  the  Ralston  Commission  that 
thl»  bonus  should  be  made  perma- 
ne-nt.  the  strong  plea  being  "the  high 
cost  of  living  and  the  necessity  of 
security  of  income  for  the  future  If 
the  pensioner  was  not  to  be  shut  out 
from  Investing  In  a  home,  obtaining 
insurance,  and  various  other  ar- 
rangement* looking  to  permanent 
provision  for  hi*  family." 

The  commissioners  in  their  report 
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Hon  to  express  an  opinion  on  the 
posethle  decline  of  the  cost  of  living, 
but  they  agreed  that  pensioners 
should  have  a  greater  degree  of  se- 
curity for  the  future  and  recom- 
mended that  the  bonus  should  not 
be  cancelled  or  reduced  for  at  least 
five  year*. 

In  1 934  the  special  parliamentary 
committee  recommended  that  "the 
bonue  should  now  be  absorbed  Into 
the  baalo  pension  rate,  which  should 
be  raised  accordingly,  and  thst  such 
rate  should  not  be  limited  as  to  it* 
time  of  application." 

I ,airt  year  alao  a  large  delegation  of 
veterans  were  given  verbal  assur- 
ance* by  th*  leaders  of  all  the  polit- 
ical parties  at  Ottawa  that  support 
*..„ld  he  given  to  thl*  proposal.  A 
bfll  to  this  effect  wa*  approved  by 
th*  House  of  Commons  but  It  wa* 
amended  by  the  ftenate  to  extend  the 
bonus  for  another  year.  The  making 
permanent  of  th*  pension  bonus  Is 
MM  of  t^e  most  Important  questions 
aifeotlng  the  welfare  of  veterans  and 
their  dependents.

Is  the  course  of  the 
visit,  ahe  removes  her  excess  gar- 
ments, one  at  a  time.  At  the  end  of 
the  visit,  ahe  dons  them  once  more 
and  departs.  The  number  of  gar- 
ments she  wears  Is  the  mark  of  her 
husband's  wealth. 

The  Senuasl  is  a  mysterious  and 
fanatical  tribe  of  the  desert.  They 
live  near  Siwa,  which  la  the  site,  of 
a  long-lost  civilisation.  It  Is  said 
that  the  treasure  of  Mahommed  Is 
hidden  In  the  neighborhood  of  Hlwa 
and  for  this  reason  it  Is  the  scene 
of  frequent  trips  of  exploration  and 
Investigation. 

It  Is  amusing  to  think  of  the  rival- 
ries that  the  dlaplay  of  clothes  must 
occasion  among  the  elite  of  the 
Senuasl  women.  You  can  picture 
them  sitting  about  eyeing  with  a 
Jealous  eye  the  irrowInK  pile  of 
clothes  heaped  up  beside  their 
wealthier  friends.  And  you  can  also 
picture  the  scene  as  they  each  pick 
up  their  pile  of  belonglnga  and  don 
them  again  aa  they  say  adieu.  There 
Is  surely  nothing  In  bur  own  cus- 
toms that  quite  equals  this  in  the 
possibilities  for  interesting  complica- 
tions.

The  gift  la  for  sil  Ood's  peopli,  snd 
because  of  Its  sweetness  no  less  real 
than  its  power,  all  believers  In  Christ 
should  draw  near  the  throne  of  grace 
in  sll  boldness  to  claim  their  birth- 
right and  the  bringing  In  of  a  more 
glorious  day  of  liberty  and  speech 
than  they  ever  heard  of.  It  Is  more; 
It  brings  into  existence  the  conscious- 
ness of  a  new  relationship  with  the 
Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  with  It  the  consciousness  of  the 
living  ufllty  of  believer*.  The  new 
consciousness  of  a  unique  fellowship, 
a  fellowship  of  love  established  by 
the  leather  In  a  covenant  relationship 
with  the  Individual.  The  rather  was 
known  In  covenant  relationship  with 
the  nation  ss  a  whole,  In  the  Old 
Testament,  buU  never  previously 
known  In  covenant  relatlosshlg  with 
fhe  Individual.  It  Is  also  a  fellowship 
not  only  of  love,  but  of  life  estab- 
lished by  the  Son. 

It  1*  because  of  this  unique  rela- 
tionship that  the  Apostle  Paul  espe- 
cially begins  his  salutation  to  the 
churches  in  terms  of  grace  and  pesca. 
By  grace  we  understand  the  kindness 
of  nature  of  the  rather  and  the  Bon; 
and  by  peace,  under  which  Is  con- 
veyed secret  sweets  and  concert  led 
marvel*,  believers  are  made  the 
guests  of  a  heavenly  entertainment 
Inexpressible  by  humsn  speech,  by 
mean*  of  which  the  wasted  life 
flourishes  anew,  walking' In  the  light 
of  an  unapeakable  glory  and  with  the 
expectation  of  a  better  dsy. 

Ths  Holy  Oh  oh*  Is  come  to  supply 
the  place  ot  the  absent  Ix>rd  and 
therefore  termad  ths  Paraclete  be- 
cause He  Alls  up  sll  the  official  duties 
and  emergencies  wherein  Christ  came 
to  the  help  of  nis  disciples.  Our 
l»rd  taught  His  disciple*  the  mys- 
teries of  ths  Kingdom  of  heaven;  the 
Holy  ob o«t  does  more;  He  searches 
with  us  Into  ths  deep  things  of  Ood. 
Our  Ix>rd  taught  His  disciples  to 
pray:  but  the  Holy  Ohost  convey*  to 
us  the  mind  and  will  of  Ood  In 
prayer.  Our  Lord  earns  to  th*  defence 
of  HI*  dlsrlple*  when  accused  by 
men;  but  the  Holy  Ohost  supplies 
them  with  a  tongue  and  speech  that 
all  the  world  cannot  gainsay.

The  suspension  by  Captitln  John 
D.  Marpherson.  Dominion  Wreck 
< 'ommlaaloner.  of  Captain  Albert  Rer- 
qulat's  certificate  of  competency  aa 
a  maater  mariner  waa  quashed  by 
Mr.  Justice  W.  A.  Mardonald. 

His  lordship's  judgment  Is  the  last 
Judicial  pronouncement  in  proceed- 
ings whloh  originated  ln  the  loss  by 
■re  on  Msy  10.  1»24.  of  Capt.  Ber- 
qulst  s   steamer  Trebla 

Following  an  Invostlgation  under 
Part  10  of  the  Canada  Shipping  Act. 
Captain  Macpherson.  assisted  by 
Captain  Dixon  Hopcraft.  R.N.R.,  and 
John  T.  Edmond.  nautical  assessors, 
concluded  that  the  master.  Captain 
Berquist.  was  In  defgult  inasmuch  as 
he  deviated  from  his  course,  an- 
chored, and  then  left  the  vessel  In- 
adequately manned  for  any  emor- 
gency  that  might  aria*. 

From  this  finding  sod  penalty,  in- 
cluding the  auspenslon  of  his  certifi- 
cate and  a  |100  fine  for  allegedly 
fraudulently  tampering  with  the 
same.  Captain  Berquist  appealed  on 
writ  of  certiorari  to  the  Supreme 
Court. 

Important  to  Mariners 

Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  *>evlewed 
the  law  and  the  circumstances  In- 
volved in  a  fourteen-page  judgment. 
He  was  assisted  by  Mr.  W.  Martin 
Orlffin  and  Mr.  Sidney  Smith  aa 
counsel  for  Captain  Berquist:  and 
Mr.  I  R.  McD.  Russell  and  Mr.  F. 
R.  Anderson  aa  counsel  for  the  Do- 
minion Wrack  Commissioner. 
C<mrt  Answer*  Quest  ions 

The  court  Immediately  gave  ita 
answers  to  such  questions — the  only 
ones  of  importance  herein  being  as 
follows: 

"In  answer  to  question  6,  aa  to 
whether  prompt.  proper  and  Suffi- 
cient measures  were  taken  to  extin- 
guish the  fire,  the  court  stated:  'No, 
owing  to  culpable  paucity*  of  crew.' 

"In  answer  to  question  0.  as  to 
what  was  the  cause  of  the  losa  of  the 
vessel,  ths  court  stated:  That  it  was 
fire,  which  It  appears  was  Impossible 
to  be  controlled  or  checked,  due  not 
only  to  the  vessel  being  wrongfully 
shorthanded.  but  also  to  the  fact 
that  It  found  Impoaslble  to  use 
steam  also.' 

"In  answer  to  question  t.  as  to 
whether  the  loss  of  the  8S.  Trebla 
waa  caused  by  the  wrongful  act  of 
the  maater,  the  court  stated:  'By 
th*  default  of  the  master  Inasmuch 
aa  ho  dsvlated  from  his  course,  an- 
chored, and  then  left  ths  vessel  in- 
adequately manned  for  any  emer- 
gency that  might  arise.    .    .  3 

"Following  consldsratlon  of  such 
questions  and  answsrs.  the  court 
gave  its  judgment,  stating  that  after 
it  had  carefully  inquired  Into  the 
circumstances  attending  the  casualty 
It  found  In  accordance  with  the  an- 
swer to  the  last  mentioned  question, 
and  thereupon  suspended  the  cer- 
tificate of  Berquist  aa  a  maater 
mariner  for  a  period  of  alx  montha 
from  the  date  of  the  investigation 
and  fined  him  the  sum  of  1100  for 
fraudulently  tampering  with  his 
certificate" 

Proceeding*  "Peculiar" 
Continuing.  Mr.  Justice  Macdonald 
stated  Captain  Berqutot  contended 
that  he  was  not  afforded  ample  op- 
portunity to  present  his  defence;  that 
he  did  not  receive  a  fair  trial;  that 
the  court  did  not  function  as  a  Judi- 
cial tribunal;  and  that  the  conduct  of 
the  trial  waa  such  as  to  destroy  any 
jurisdiction  poaaessed  by  the  court. 

"Has  the  fundamental  principle 
that  every  one  is  entitled  to  a  fair 
trial  b««n  overlooked?"  Inquired  the 
Judge. 

"While  the  Investigation  was. 
ostensibly,  for  the  purpose  generslly 
of  Inquiring  Into  the  loes  of  the  SB. 
Trebla,  still,  It  to  quite  evident  from 
the  course  of  such  investigation  that 
trie  rosin  object  was  to  find  if  such 
fire  resulted  from  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  Berquist,"  stated  his  lordship. 
"The  institution  of  the  Investigation 
caused  by  the  Insurance  companies, 
was  based  upon  the  belief  of  their 
agents  that  the  crime  of  arson  had 
been  committed.  Viewed  in  the  light 
of  a  trial  Involving  such  serious  con- 
sequences to  Berquist.  th*  proceed- 
ings upon  ths  trisl  were,  to  say  the 
least,  somewhat  peculiar." 

Fine  Was  Vnanthoriacd 

The  procedure  prescribed  by  the 
rules  under  the  Shipping  Act  was  not 
followed,  statee  the  Judge.  According 
to  the  rul«s  the  evidence  on  the  part 
of  the  department  should  flint  be 
produced;  and  then  further  evidence 
may  b*  tendered  by  partlea  Inter- 
ested. Captain  Berquist.  although, 
aa  It  were,  on  trial,  waa  sworn  and 
examined  at  great  length  at  th*  out- 
set by  the  court,  after  an  adjourn- 
ment had  been  sought  by  his  counsel, 
on  account  of  an  action  then  pending 
agalnat  the  Insurance  companies  ln 
connection  with  the  fire,  had  been  re- 
fuaed. 

"Considering  the  fact  that  Berqulat 
waa  then  on  trial,  with  the  danger 
of  a  dire  result,  he  (Csptaln  Mar- 
pherson) also.  aa*.  judge,  called  on  to 


determine  the  guilt  or  otherwise  of 
the  accused,  took  a  somewhat  singu- 
lar view  of  this  position."  stated  his 
lordship.  / 

After  imposing  a  fine.  Captain 
Macpherson  discovered  that  the  im- 
penition  was  v  clearly  unauthorised, 
pointed  out  the  Judge;  but  the 
Dominion  Wreck  Commissioner.  In 
remitting  thia  penalty.  Intimated  that 
other  action  might  b*  taken  against 
Captain  Berquist.

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In  c.oncluaion  Mr.  Justice  Macdon- 
ald stated:  "In  my  opinion  the  de- 
cision or  judgment  complained,  of  by 
Berqulat  was  ln  exceaa  of  the  jurtodirv 
tion  of  the  court  snd  thua  void.  It 
should  b*  quaahed,  both  aa  to  the 
suapenalon  of  the  certificate  and  the 
Impoaltion  of  the  fine.  In  coming  to 
thla  conclualon.  I  ahould  add  tha<t  I 
am  not  unmindful  of  the  desirability 
that  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries,  vested  by  Parliament  with 
th*  duty  of  conferring  the  right  to 
peraona  to  have  charge  of  life  and 
property  at  a«a.  should  no*  have  Its 
powers  restricted  by  the  courta.  on 
any  grounda  which  might  be  deemed 
technical  or  trivial.  I  feel,  however, 
that  the  objections  hsre  are  of  such 
a  substantial  nature  aa  to  warrant  the 
course  I  have  pursued.  There  will  be 
an  order  accordingly  without  coats."

Reverted  Lands 

Sir.— In  his  first  letter  Mr.  W. 
Spencer  Dee  bassd  his  opposition  to 
my  rsverted  lands  policy  on: 

1.  An  over-estimate  aa  to  the  num- 
ber of  reverted  lots. 

2.  An  over-estimate  of  their  tax- 
earning  capacity  In  the  event  of  their 
becoming  revenue  bearing. 

3.  Hi*  belief  that  at  present  they 
are  self-sustaining,  but  that  the  mo- 
ment they  are  sold  on  my  plan  there 
will  be  necessity  for  "digging  d  own 
on  the  part  of  other  property  owners. 

4.  Hla  belief  that  other  owners  will 
not  b*  able  to  use  their  properties  In 
competition  with  tax  prepaid  lands. 

In  my  reply  I  showed  that  his  esti- 
mate of  the  number  of  reverted  lota 
was  a  wild  guess  and  that  hi*  esti- 
mate of  their  possible  tax  earning 
capacity  had  no  aubatantlal  basis.  I 
showed  that  they  are  at  prasent  pro- 
ducing practically  nothing  and  that 
other  property  owners  are  therefore 
being  forced  to  "dig  down"  to  pay  i 
the  taxation  juatly  payable  by  the 
reverted  properties  and  their  own- 
ers. I  further  showed  that  a 
aale  at  11.000.000  would  mean  an 
Income  of  flOi.QOO  and  that  tax  re- 
duction of  $200,000  to  $360,000  a 
year  could  be  effected.  I  mentioned 
that  chartered  accountanta,  such  as 
the  city  comptroller,  had  checked  my 
figures  and  had  certified  to  their  cor- 
rectnesa.  In  conclusion.  I  showed 
that  at  the  present  time  property- 
owners  are  not  able  to  use  their  lands 
and  are  allowing  them  to  revert,  but 
that  with  large  Tax  reduction  and  re- 
vival of  trade  the  position  of  every- 
one would  be  vastly  improved. 

It  would  appear  to  me  that  Mr. 
Dee  should.  In  falrneaa.  take  either 
one  of  two  positions:  He  should  either  1 
show  that  his  contentions  as  to  the 
numbor,  earning  capacity  and  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  reverted  prop- 
erties are  correct  and  that  his  oppo- 
sition to  my  proposals  Is  therefore 
Justine. I  or  he  should  admit  their  In- 
correctness and  announce  hto  with- 
drawal of  Hla  opposition.  Th*re  re- 
nialns  one  other  alternative.  I.e.:  that 
he  haa  unstated  objections  and  that 
those  he  put  forward  wart  only 
"straw  men."  In  the  latter  case  h. 
should  stat.  hto  real  objections  and 
give  me  the  chance  to  show  that  they 
are  as  unsubstantial  as  the  others 

Doubtless  Mr.  Dee  has  by  this  time 
dlacowred  hla  error  In  the  matter  of 
the  present  value  of  an  Income  of 
1123.670  for  fifteen  years  dlacounted 
at  ■  S  per  cent.  A  single  glance 
should  have  preserved  him  from  such 
an  egregious  blunder.

I  have  no  particular  objection  to 
septic  tanks,  but  I  consider  it  a  crime 
for  me  to  build  such,  when  the  flush- 
ing Intq  the  sewer  from  my  house,  at 
an  elevation,  can  be  of  such  benefit 
to  those  living  on  the  flats  lower 
down.

,  Why  cannot  Victoria  and  Oak  Bay 
take  a  common  sense  view  of  the 
case?  From  some  pamphlets  which 
have  come  Into  my  possession  I  learn 
that  Victoria  alone,  amougat  the 
cities  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  has  not 
reglatered  any  Increase  ln  popula- 
tion, but  a  reduction  of  aome  2.000. 
since  the.cenaua  of  1021.  Judging 
from  my  own  experience.  I  can  only 
say  that  I  am  not  surprised.

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"The  Charm  of  Social  Interrourae 
And  Good  Manners"  was  the  subject 
treated  by  Mrs.  Schofleld  In  an 
addreaa  given  laat  night  In  the  dining- 
room  of  the  T.W.C.A. 

Mrs.  Plercy,  president,  opened  the 
meeting  by  presenting  Mra.  Schofleld. 
who  prefaced  her  speech  with  the 
statement  that  her  subject  waa  sua- 
ceptlble  to  specialised  treatment,  hut 
that  It  must  be  treated  laat  night 
more  generally  within  the  time  avail- 
able. > 

Social  Intercourse,  in  its  broadest 
meaning,  Mra.  Schofleld  explained, 
waa  exemplified  In  national  and  In- 
ternational eondlUnns  and  Institutions. 
Most  people  were  shortsighted  con- 
cerning racial  difference  of  color,  and 
there  were  many  Instances  of  dis- 
courtesy prartlaed  by  the  white  racee 
on  this,  account.  In  Its  commoner 
meaning,  for  example,  the  practice  of 
class  distinction  was  ruiTxoua  to  the 
co-operative  happiness  of  society. 

Mrs.  Schofleld's  attltgde  toward  the 
young  people  of  today,  aa  outlined  In 
her  speech,  waa  th%t  of  tolerance. 
While  she'could  not  approve  of  many 
of  their  r*are-free  hablta.  ahe  gave 
them  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  of  their 
••rly  training,  which,  she  explained, 
waa  the  foundation  of  character. 

Mrs.  Schofleld  said:  "I  balieve  that 
the  young  people  now  are  more 
honest,  frank,  nolf-aellant  and  daring 
than  ever  they  have  been.  And  the 
young  glrla  of  today,  who  win  be  the 
mothers  of  tomorrow,  will  have  a 
better  understanding  of  tb>  founda- 
tions to  bs  laid  for  the  generations 
to  come." 

At  the  close  of  the  mooting  Mrs 
Peter  McNaughton  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks,  and  expressed  the  gratitude 
of  Mra.  Schofleld's  audience  for  her 
Interesting  troatmsnt  of  an  interesting 
theme.

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gellat  of  the  modern  movement  whleh 
gav*  woman  her  *oclal  and  political 
freedom  Is  the  manner  In  which  "Our 
Lady  of  the  Lamp"  waa  presented  by 
Miss  Ethel  Johas  in  tho  couroe  of 
the  address  which  she  gave  yester- 
day afternoon  at  a  well  attended 
meeting  of  the  Women's  Canadian 
Club.  Mrs.  H.  P.  Hodges  presided 
and  Miss  Helen  Starr  gave  much 
pleasure  with  two  vocal  solos. 

The  recent  comment  of  a  young 
nurse  that  "wo  bad  not  yet  caught 
up  with  Florence  Nightingale"  was 
far  more  true  of  Florence  Nightingale 
ova  a  woman  than  of  Florence  Night- 
ingale the  nurse,  said  Miss  Johns, 
who  proceeded  to  toll  something 
about  tho  early  llf*  and  influencea  of 
hor  heroine.  Florence  Nightingale 
had  a  good  education,  and  It  wag 
hoped  that  she  would  fulfil  her 
deatlny,  after  the  manner  of  tho 
time,  by  Decerning  a  wife  and  mother. 
But  Florence  NlgThtlngale  waa  not 
content  with  thla  deflnltlon  of  life 
Kven  in  her  early  teens  she  devel- 
oped a  sens*  uf  vocation  and  an  she 
grew  older  gradually  became  con- 
vinced that  It  waa  for  one  of  two 
thing*:  the  nursing  of  the  sick,  or 
education. 

Not  Done 

In  her  decision  she  had  to  over- 
come the  opposition  of  father,  mother 
and  friends.  In  ths  opportunity  of 
travel  with  her  parents  she  was 
fortunate  In  finding  opportunity  also 
to  make  a  fair  study  of  nursing  con- 
ditions In  the  hospltsls,  and  at  th* 
age  of'  twenty-six  -ahe  Anally  an- 
nuunced  her  purpose  of  taking  some 
active  training  In  hospital  nursing. 

"The  conditions  of  nursing  at  that 
time  were  so  bad,  the  status  of  tho 
nurse  was  so  low.  that  It  was  aa 
though  she  had  announced  her  In- 
tention of  beoomlng  a  kitchen  maid." 
explained  Miss  Johns. 

•    Ttio  Choice* 

In  choosing  a  vocation,  Florence 
Nightingale  had  to  make  another  de- 
cision: to  |  reject  a  suitor.  For  In 
the  England  of  that  time  she  could 
not  havs  both  marriage  and  a  voca- 
tion. 8o  Florence  Nightingale  seri- 
ously began  her  training,  part  of  it 
In  o>  Protestant  Institution  at  Heidel- 
berg, part  of  It  in  a  Catholic  hospital 
In  Parle. 

Then  cam*  the  Crimean  War;  the 
army  was  not  ready,  the  medical  de- 
partment waa  not  ready;  conditions 
were  just  as  bad  as  they  could  be. 
And  war,  f-s  had  so  frequently  proved, 
woe  hor  great  opportunity. 

The  Secretary  for  War.  Sir  Sidney 
Herbert,  appealed  to.  sent  for  Flor- 
ence Nightingale,  and  In  six  weeks 
she  wag  on  her  way  to  the  Crimea 
with  a  heterogeneous  group  of  nurse* 
They  were  by  no  moans  welcome  In 
tho  Crimea,  and  It  took  her  a  long 
time  to  trlng  abotlt  reforma  Bite 
of  her  diary  reveal  her  sonse  of 
humor.  "And  we  discover,  even 
when  we  think  of  her  as  'a  minister- 
ing angel,'  that  she  preserved  that 
sense  of  humor  which  kept  her  fest 
on  the  ground  nnd  saved  her  from 
becoming  in  fact  that  sentimental 
flrrure  that  we  have  tried  to  mak* 
her."  commented  Miss  Johns. 

II.  i   It  ni  Work 

It  was  shown  that  Florence  Night- 
ingale's real  work  began  only  after 
she  loft  th*  Crimea.  In  connection 
with  the  Inetltutlon  of  reforms  in  the 
army.  She  had  captured  the  public 
Imsglnetlon;  she  had  won  the  sup- 
port of  Queen  Victoria.  She  appre- 
ciated her  strength  nnd  knew  that 
•he  would  be  listened  to  In  high 
places  A  commission  was  appointed 
to  inquire  Into  things.  Shs  threatened 
that  If  nothing  were  done  after  the 
findings  of  that  commission  shs 
would  publish,  over  her  own  signa- 
ture, things  which  she  knew  had. hap- 
pened In  the  Crimea.  The  result  ot 
this  threat- was  a  considerable  reform 
In  connection  with  tho  treatment  of 
tho  soldier,  well  and  wounded  alike, 
snd  tn  time  of  peace,  as  well  as  In 
time  of  war. 

Improved  Naming 

From  that  shs  set  about  ths  Im- 
provement of  nursing  conditions  In 
India.  Another  commission  was  ap- 
pointed. A  train  Improvement  fbok 
place,. 

Florence  Nightingale  did  not  ap- 
pear In  person  before  these  commis- 
sions. Her  friendship  with  Sir  Sid- 
ney Herbert  strengthened  her  hands 
In  the  reform*  the  sought  At  his 
death  she  began  her  real  work— tho 
education  of  nureeo.  although  shs 
herself  at  heart  was  far  more  the 
soldier  and  sanitarian  than  the 
nurse.  Her  fire  and  energy,  her  de- 
sire to  do.  she  retained  long  after 
most  women  would  have  ceased  to 
lake  an  Intereat  In  things.  Conse- 
quently, In  ths  long  yesrs  of  twilight 
—eh*  lived  to  be  •!— oho  often  felt 
tleepslr  at  her  Inability  to  bottle. 

Summing  up.  Miss  Johns)  reasserted 
Florence  Nightingale's  claim  to  place 
among  the  moderns  for  her  belief 
that  women  hnd  a  right  to  a  profes- 
sion and  to  a  professional  training.

A  word  about  aiming.  For  shooting 
heads  off  birds  or  snakea  at  abort 
range,  we  are  apt  to  ahoot  under,  as 
the  bullet  has  not  had  time  to  rlae  up 
into  the  line  of  sight  before  reaching 
the  mark.  Either  eight  your  rifle 
higher  or  hold  atlghtly  over  the  mark, . 
perhapa  an  Inch  or  even  two  Inches. 
For  deer  within  7  6  to  1 00  yards,  when 
the  rifle  is  sighted  at  200  yards,  aim 
dead  on.  Shooting  up  and  down  hill 
at  long  ranges  presents  Us  own  prob- 
j  lem,  due  to  the  principle  known  aa 
r la-ld ii t y  of  the  trajectory.  The  tra- 
jectory is  said  to  be  rigid  in  that  the 
deflection  of  the  bullet,  however  the 
rifle  may  be  pointed,  ia  always 
straight  down,  as  thla  la  the  direction 
In  which  the  pull  of  gravity  acta.. 
Aeeumlng  the  range  be  such  that  the 
bullet  is  one  second  in  flight  if  you 
fire  horiaontally.  the  bullet  will  have 
dropped  sixteen  feet  below  the  line  of 
departure.  If,  however,  you  have 
fired  upward  at  an  angle  of  46  de-

Finance,  the  Kighi  Hon.  Mr.  Fielding, 
have  not  been  fully  realized. 

Year's  Receipts 

"The  public  accounts  for  the  finan- 
cial year  1138-24  were  tabled  In  this 
House  on  the  »th  of  last  month.  The 
consolidated  fund  revenues,  or  ordi- 
nary receipts,  are  shown  as  $396,837.- 
682.22.  being  3f37.«82.23  in  excess  of 
the  estimate  given  to  the  House  last 
session  and  82.332,783.28  over  the 
corresponding  receipts  for  the  prev|. 
ous  year.  Other  receipts  amounted  to 
8S.748.831. 74.  which  brought  the 
groea  revenue  to  8408.681.817.88. 


"The  expenditures  show  3334.813.- 
188.76  for  ordinary  expenses,  being  a 
decreasa  of  87.480,543.34  under  cor- 
responding  expenditures  for  ths  pre- 
vious year.

Provincial  liabilities.  mostly

CHICAGO.  March  24. — Wheat: 
Offerings  of  wheat  in  the  pit  were  fair 
on  all  rallies.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
demand  for  outside  account  was  slow, 
with  rallies  due  mainly  to  local  buy- 
ing on  temporarily  oversold  spots. 
General  news  was  not  bearish,  but  it 
had  little  effect.  Shipments  from 
leading  centres  were  liberal,  and  re- 
ceipts moderate,  with  cash  marketa 
firm,  and  dry  weather  In  the  South- 
west. The  market  appears  to  be 
drifting  without  active  bull  leader- 
ship, as  buyers  lack  confldence,  which 
is  a  big  drawback  to  the  market. 
Csnadtan  visible  Increased  1.030,000 
bushels,  and  Winnipeg  receipts  of 
823  carg  do  not  suggest  scarcity  at 
this  time.  The  woiihe.-  conditions 
Southwest  will  be  a  big  fuc'or.  and 
prices  will  hinge  largely  o.i  whether 
or  not  It  rains.  The  present  Indies* 
tlona    are     for   a    nervous  trading. 

Corn:  Buying  of  corn  has  been  it 
spasmodic  sort,  with  little  outside  in- 
terests In  cash  or  futures.  The  swells 
have  run  into  selling  and  the  general 
tone  was  weak.  Cash  sales  only  58.- 
000  bushels.  Receipts  54  cars,  with 
primary  arrivals  444,000  bushels, 
against  725.000  bushels  a  year  igo. 
The  trouble  witn  the  market  Is  the 
lack  of  outside  support,  and  the  hi?g«j 
stocks  for  which  at  present  there  Is 
but  little  demand.  This  being  the 
case,  prices  are  likely  to  work  some- 
what lower. 

Oats:  Showed  moderate  declines 
following  other  grains.  Selling  was 
not  specially  heavy,  but  there  waa  a 
slow  demand.  The  cash  demand  was 
Indifferent,  with  sales  of  54.000 
hushels.  Receipts  West  are  heavy 
enough  for  this  time  of  the  year,  and 
the  genernl  situation  In  the  cash 
market  is  not  strong.  Prices  are  low. 
but  there  Is  little  to  bring  In  any  In- 
dependent strength. 

Rye:  Kxport  buying  did  not  have 
much  effect  today,  and  prices  sank 
under  small  selling  preasure.  In  sym- 
pathy with  wheat.  The  necessity  for 
moving  some  of  the  large  stocks  for 
sctual  export  is  Imperstlve  If  there  Is 
to  be  a  healthy  hull  situation.

WINN1PBO.  March  34.— Wheat: 
The  market  lost  considerable  ground 
today  and  In  spite  of  Liverpool  clos- 
ing one  penny  higher,  Winnipeg  May 
cloaed  at  the  bottom,  showing  a  loss 
ot  4%c.  July  4c.  snd  October 
3%c.  The  Chicago  market  waa  main- 
ly responsible  fur  the  break,  evidently 
by  under-selling,  pressure  throughout 
the  dsy,  and  cloalng  6%e  down. 
Winnipeg  opening  prlcea  were  about 
unchanged,  but  there  were  very  few 
buying  orders  In  the  pit  and  aa  the 
Chicago  market  began  to  decline  our 
market  began  to  aag  In  aympathy. 
Trade  volume  waa  extremely  light, 
exporters  and  mlllera  doing  nothing. 
There  wan  a.eo  very  little  spreading 
and  the  outsldo  buying  public  is  nbt 
in  the  market  to  give  It  any  support. 
The  market  was  erratic  at  times, 
showing  some  signs  of  strength  as 
bears  attempted  to  cover  up,  but  the 
rallies  were  only  temporary  and  the 
largest  part  of  the  decline  came  in 
the  closing  moments.  The  "Chicago 
corn  market  was  also  very  weak  and 
this  had  a  direct  action  on  wheat. 
There  wo*  not  much  news  coming 
through  today.,  but  reports  frohi 
Winter  wheat  areas  were  still  un- 
favorable, with  moisture  badly  needed 
in  Important  areas.  Seaboard  ad- 
vices stated  that  export  sales  over- 
night were  very  light,  but  that  there 
were  bids  Just  under  the  market. 

The  cash  wheat  market  was  dull, 
with  little  doing,  with  spreads  quoted 
a  quarter  cent  better  to  two  cents 
lower.  Little.  Interest  was  shown  for 
opening  of  navigation  delivery  posi- 
tion. 

Coarse  Orain:  Trade  today  In  oats, 
barley  and  rye  was  extremely  light 
and  prlcea  were  easier  throughout 
the  day  In  sympathy  with  the  decline 
In  wheat.  Little  activity  from  the 
East  or  seaboard  was  reported  and 
no  export  business  was  confirmed.

There  Are  Two  Types  of  Crystal 

There  are  miny  kinds  qf  mlnersl 
used  In  a  crystal  deteotor.  The 
most  popular  types  are,  salens,  sili- 
con, iron  pryrites.  carborundum,  zlnc- 
Inlte,  and  various  manufactured  a  I  - 
loys.  All  of  these.  If  of  a  sood  frade, 
are  efficient  and  can  be  uaed  In  any 
sat.  They  have  different  character- 
istics and  these  should  be  considered 
when  selecting  one  for  your  personal 
use.  First,  sn  unmounted  piece  of 
miners!  Is  a  better  detector  s*nerslly 
than  a  mounted  one,  because  It  haa 
not  been  aubjected  to  heat  In  fufcinff  H 
to  the  solder,  second,  some  crystals 
are  very  hard  to  adjust  although  >  on 
get  excellent  results  when  properly 
set.  others  are  easier  to  adjust  but 
do  not  deliver  as  much  volume  aa  the 
others  do. 

Crystsls  are  divided  Into  two  classes, 
those  having  unilateral  conductivity 
and  those  having  duollateral  conduc- 
tivity. This- means  that  one  type  al- 
lows energy  to  flow  through  ll  In  two 
directions  and  the  other  allows  it  to 
flow  In  only  one. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  these 
statements  are  purely  general  and 
that  Is  In  all  things  there  are  excep- 
tions. 

Crystals  of  tha  unilateral  typaa  are 
most  sensitive  but  are  harder  to  ad- 
joat.  Under  thia  heading  comes 
gslena.  Iron  pyrites,  etc. 

The  second  claas  Includes  silicon, 
carborundum  snd  most  fused  ma- 
terials. These  sre  essy  to  adjust  but 
are  not  as  sensitive  as  the  unilateral.
